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ISOLATION OF AMERICAN BANKS 


The peculierities of the banking system in 
the United States are producing some curious 
results in the present financial crisis The 
country, as is well known, has no institutions 
corresponding to our great joint-stock banks- 


| no companies with a head office in the metro 


polis and branches in important centres. Every 
National bank is confined to a single building, 
and every State bank to » single city, so that 
American banking is carried on in water-tight 
compartments ; and in a period of strained 
sredit each town is dependent on its own re- 
sources, fending for itself, and protecting its 


| own store of money from the demands of out 


side bankers. Out of this peculiarity has deve 
loped doring the preseot crisis what is described 
as ‘a blockade of domestic exchange,” a pic 
taresque phrase signifying that it is difficult, 


| or impossible, to transmit money from one city 


to another. The country banks have been with 
drawing their deposits from New York, so 


| that a cheque from a distance cannot be collect 


xd in New York without great delay, and is 
consequently of very little value im the 
payment of debts. Some remarkable examples 
of this difficalty have been quoted recently 
by the ‘Financial News” correspondent, who 
tells us that cheques on Chicago cannot be 
collected for New York merchants in leas than 
a month, and that cheques on Philadelphia, 
which is only 90 miles distant, cannot be 
collected at all. The financial connection be 
tween city and city has been suddenly snapped, 
and the result is a dislocation of trade the 
importance of which can scarcely he exaggera‘- 
ed. We are told that provincial manufacturers, 
whose cheques have become valueless, cannot 
pay their workmen ; that New Yorkers cannot 
yet payment for debts of long standing, and 
that thousands of men are being thrown out of 
employment. A telegram in Tharsday’s 
“Times” states that — 

In Chicago 90 per cent. of the factories and 
shops haye curtailed their staffs and the 
of working. Forty per cent. of the building 
workers and 25 per cent. of the wood workers 
are idle. From Pittsburg it is reported that 
manufactories within a radius of 50 miles have 
dismissed 48,000 men, and that 2,000 railway 
men have been discharged. Large manofactones 
in Indianopolis have dispeused with half theit 
hands During the past two days 21 sawmills 
in Northern Wisconsin have closed, throwing 
our 6.000 men. At Wilmington 4,000 men 
have been discharged trom mills, and one firm 
has reduced its pay-roll from $28,000 (£4.6()) 
to $7,000 (£1,400 
Comment on these figures is unneceasary, but 
sonfirm us in our belief that a central 
bank is urgently needed in the United States. 
Atter their bitter experieace of trusts, Ame 
unnatorally, relugtant to 
allow any more industries to be centralise! 
and there is no doubt a danger that an institu 
tion on the lines of the Bank of England might 
be captured by private interests. But the 
present system of “‘each city for itself and devi! 
take the hindmost” does not work smoothly in 
time of panic. If distances are too great to 
allow one bank to act for the whole of the 
States, it might be possible to divide the coun 
try.into sections with a central institution 
in each. (‘The Economist”). ‘

CATRO WATER COMMISSION 


The members of the Cairo Water Commis 
sion are still basily ocoapied in their investi- 
gations, and it isnot expected that their re 
port will be sentin for nearly « fortnight yet. 
In the meantime every point connected with 
the matter is being carefully gone into and 
examined, and we may expect a 
exhaustive and lucid report when 
comes for its publication It has been 
that difficulties in the way of = complete in: 
vestigation have been increased rather than 
diminished by the Sanitary Department. The 
fertility of imagination displayed by various 
people in the concoction of statementé sach 
as these is really remarkable, for, as may be 
imagined, there is not a particle of trath in 
them, and on the contrary the Sanitary De- 
partment is displaying great activity in the 
collection of any details which would be 
likely to assist the commission in their work. 
The first work undertaken by the commission 
was the examination of previous reports on 
the sabject of their investigation and holding 
aswe do some confidence in the abilities of the 
members of this commission we hardly con- 
sider it probable that their decision will be 
based upon anything but aotoal experiments, 
valuable as the complete knowledge of former 
reports undoubtedly. is. 

If the water of the Rhodah Farag wells is 
unfit for drinking purposes, we imagine that 
the public need have no canse to fear that 
they will not be informed of the fact, and that 
immediate steps will be taken to remedy the 
matter. If on the other hand the commission 
find that the water is pure and fit for consamp- 
tion, we may be equally sare of the validity of 
their decision. The commission is formed of 
learned men who know their basiness and not 
of those likely to be blinded by the suppression 
of a report, as some of the inhabitants of Cairo 
would apparently have us believe. We can 
assure the public that any accusations of this 
kind which are made against the Sanitary 
Department are entirely without foundation. 
Any one having information which would be 
likely to be of use has only to apply to the 
Department in order to see hag baseless these 
rumours are. But though baseless they are 
undoubtedly injurious t® the commanity af 
large inasmuch as they tend to destroy conf- 
dence in the commission itself.

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CONSCRIPTION IN EGYPT. 


TIME-EXPIRED SOLDIERS. 


A rumour is current in official circles to the 
effect that the Government have under consi- 
deration a scheme, which, if carried through, 
will be of very great advantage to time-expired 
soldiers in the Egyptian Army. No official 
information is yet to hand bet it would appear 
to be certain that a proposal by which time 
expired soldiers would benefit materially by the 
revenue which is annually acoumulated through 


the imposition of a fine of LB. 20 on all those | | 


who would avoid military service in the coun- 
try, is receiving the serious attention of the 
authorities. It is proposed to devotea portion of 
this revenue to « fund from which a soldier 
woald, on the completion of his service, draw a 
settledsem in order to enable him to start as 
@- civilian with a moderate capital and so 
counterbalance the lack of commercial or trade 
knowledge which is 20 frequently fatal to the 
success of a man who has spent the best years 
of bis life im the service of his country, for the 
namber of men who, during their term of 
service, are enabled to follow a trade, is 
necessarily limited, and the greater numbers 
are, when discharged at the expiration of their 
service, totally unfitted for the business life 
of the civilian, with the nataral consequence 
that the Army is looked upon by the major- 
ity of those who, by reason of lack of 
means, are forced to serve in it, as an 
almost insurmountable deterrent to a successful 
civilian life. But though this is undoubtedly 
the case, the Egyptian who would have been 
ready to sacrifice anything he possessed in 
order to be free from the application of a much 
dreaded conscription, is,when once he has been 
forced to accept the inevitable, a much keener 
soldier than his former conduct would have 
led any one to suppose that he was capable of 
becoming. It is in the first place simply due to 
the inhereint distaste of the Orieatal for any 
departure from the well-worn grooves to which 
he has for generations been accustomed, and 
in the second, he is troubled with a pot anna- 
tural fear. But at the completion of his military 
service, his position in his village will be to 
all intents and purposes, simply but a begin- 
ner while his contemporaries of earlier days 
who have been fortunate enough to escape 
conscription would probably be too far advane- 
ed in worldly prosperity to admit of the barest 
chance of his ever raising himself to the same 
scale. But if the projected scheme should prove 
feasible, and the time-expired soldier instead 
of being thrust back into the world with no 


particular branch of training which could be| - 


of any material use to him, receive a sum 
which would enable him to bridge over the lost 
years of civilian experience by establishing 
himself in any manner he may choose as being 
most suited to his abilities, it is more than 
probable that conscription would quickly 
loss many of the unfavourable attributes 
which, to the eyes of the possible soldier, sur- 
round it at present. Conscription in every 
country where it obtains is prone to carry 
hardships in its train, but moch would be done 
to alleviate these hardships in this country if it 
were felt that the sums of money, which the 
more fortanate of those who are eligible candi- 
dates, yearly pour into the treasury in order to 
escape the ranks, could be broaght to bear to 
the ultimate good of those whom circumstances 


compel to accept service.

OXYRHYNCHUS FINDS. 

Dr. Hunt and Dr. Grenfell, who found the 
“Sayings of Jesus” at Oxyrhynchus, in the 
Fayoum, have diseovered other fragments on 
the same spot. These included, says Dr. Gren- 
fell, “a vellum fragment of an wneanonical 
gospel which would sdon be published, relating 
to a conversation on the nature of parity 
between our Lord and a Pharisee, which is 
supposed to take place in the temple at Jeru- 
salem. It did not possess the antiquity or the 
importance of the ‘Sayings of Jépus,’ and was 
probably to be regarded as an elaboration of 
Matthew xv. 1-20, composed between a.p. 150 
and a.p. 200: But the author was more success 
fal than many writers of apocryphal gospels in 
catching something of the genuine ring, and 
the fragment wax a valuable addition to the 
scanty remnant of the numerous uncanonical 
traditions concerning Christ's teaching, which 
were current in many Christian communities, 
especially in Egypt, during the third and 
fousth centuries.” 

At the last meeting of the Hellenic Society 
of London, held on the 14th inst., Dr. Grentell 
gave most interesting account, with quota 
tions, of Greek papyri recently found at Oxy 
rhynchas, including fragments of a new Grreek 
historian, probably Theopompus, whom the 
explorers are inclined to rank in historical 
merit between Thucydides and Xenophon ; and 
considerable fragments of a lost play—the 
‘Hypsipele’ of Euripides 

Part V. of the ‘Oxyrbynchus Papyri,’ con 
taining several of the most important discover 
ies yet made by Drs. Grenfell and Hunt, will 
be issued shortly. The bulk of the volume is 
occupied by the new Prans of Pindar in 
honour of Abdera, Ceos, Delphi, and other 
cities, and the new historical work by a writer 
of the fourth century, supposed to be Theo 
pompus. Besides these there is an interesting 
fragment of an uncanonical Gospel, of which a 
separate edition will be issued simultaneously 
by Mr. Henry Frowde This relates to conver 
sation on the subject of purity between Christ 
and a chief priest, who is also a Pharisee, in 
the Temple at Jerusalem

OFFICIALS AND CIVILIANS 


V. 

There appears to be a considerable amount 
of grumbling among the commercial portion 
of the population of Port Sedan’ because 
things do not work as smoothly as it is 
claimed that they onght to. On« the other 
hand it may be arged fromthe officials’ point 
of view that it is ridienlons to empeet that 
in euch @ ready-made town everything should 
proceed-with the regularity that prevails in 
other centres of popelation, whieh have been 
settled for generations. Donbtless the trying 
climate is responsible for a-great gleal of this 
discontent. In the following article we will 
endeavour. to give an impartial view of the 
different ints. 

The Civil Inspector of Port Sudan, Kaima- 
kam Feilden Bey, is most courteous in giving 
all information and he keeps his effices-open 
throughout the day for callers and:alh questions 
are promptly answered. 

The complaints of the commercial lass may 
be summarised as follows — 

In Port Sudan each department of the 
Government is independent of one another. 

All the shipping agencies are put at the 
back of the town instead of on the front, 
with the exeeption of the Khedivial Mail 
Company, who have the Government contract 
for the mails. 

The most valuable commereial sites have 
been monopolised By Government officials and 
some of the officials have seleeted excellent 
sites on the front for their private residences, 
which would afford sites for commercial offices. 

We have been informed -from -official sourees 
that the only firm, which asked for a site on 
the front was the Khedivial Mail Company 
and it was given to them. The two most 
valuable sites on the front are open to be taken 
on lease 

To these official replies the rejomder is 
mace that the statement that only ene- firm 
asked fora site on the quay fs not correct, and 
that in regard to the valuable sites’ for lease 
on the trent no business firm would look at 
them for the reasons given at length in oar 
article on the leases. 

Representatives of British shipping interests 
aay that it is absolutely neeessary to have an 
Admiralty counseil on the spot to assist the 
Sudan Government, if Port Sadan is to de 
velop in regard to shipping. At present there 
is pot a single English judge in the Sudan 
selected from the Admiralty Bar 

To this it is answered that in a country 
with snch a small staff of officials, it is asking 
too mach to demand the appointment of 
specialist in legal matters. The present j udge 
at Port Sudan and Suakim is a practical 
legal man and is considered to be one of the 
most competent members ‘of the Bench in the 
Sadan. 

Coinplaints are rife because ships have now 
to discharge at the temporary quays whieh 
are one and a half kilometre from the Customs 
warehouses, whither they have to be taken by 
lighter. Heavy goods cannot be taken down 
and have to be dumped on the quays by the 
crane. ‘The result is that the ships that arrive 
from England every month with big cargoes 
are never less than a week in discharging. As 
anexample of the delay we may cite the case 
of ten eases from the 8.S. “Clydesdale, which 
arrived at the Customs on ~ November 18th, 
although that steamer left Port Sudan on the 

Slat October last 

The reply of the Castomsauthorities to these 
criticisms is that the commercial community 
has only to wait until the new quays are built 
and then everything will go well. Business men 
ought to consider that Port Sudan is in the 
earliest stages of its development and allow 
ances ongbt to be made for the great difficul 
ties, which are inherent in the satisfactory 
running of the Customs Administration in such 
an incohate port As soon as the Customs staft 
is fully trained all their difficulties will vanish. 

The official attitude is to throw the blame 
on the agents of the shipping companies. The 
tollowing paragraph, which has evidently been 
officially inspired, appeared recently in the 
“Sudan Times” : — 


The complaints made about delays and short 
ages of goods at the Custom House Port Sudan, 


are attributable mostly to the incompetency of 
agents of Port Sudan. If the merchants took 
pains to choose as their representatives there 
persons who have experience in custom honse 


transactions, many of their complaints would 
be removed. It is not denied, hcwever, that ¢! 
difficulty ot landing goods from steamers iftte 
lighters has much to do with the present 
disorder, but this will be removed as soon as 
the new quays are completed, when freight will 
be anloaded directly from steamers to cars. 

The commercial class complain of the ditator- 
inees of the officials. One shipping agency 
asked for a temporary site on the Customs 
side as its present offices are a kilometre on 
the other side of the harbour. No reply in 
writing was receivéd and vow the agency has 
to have its weighing machines and other 
appliances lying anprotected on the spot near 
where the ships eome in. The agent only 
wanted the site in order to warehouse the 
equipment necessary for an agency on the 
quay. The entire frontage on the Customs 
side is taken npand behind thisplots of land can 
be obtained on lease for warehouses but without 
access to the quay.

If M. Ostini is rght 
in his prediction Egypt ought to be well re 
presented and pre emivently interested in the 
future of that southern part of the Nile Valley 
But it appears tous that such a futare is 
still very far and that upless the millions of 
emigrants from Italy and. other parts of Eu 
rope flood the Budan doting our lease of life 
we are pot destined to see. the blessing of that 
goldenage,. As far.as we.can. see wow there is 
absolutely no hope of filling the Sudan with 
European emigrants and colonists. We are 
of opinion that that country is not even 
thought of by Italians who have their own 
possession in Rast Afriea in many ways better 
for purpases of colonisation-than the Egyptian 
Sudan.

Menoir must stillbe considered @s’the descrip 
tion of a work which was anfinished at the 
time it was prepared. The final plan, which 
could only be made when the whele building 
had been cleared, and therefere~eould © not 
appear in this volume, will probably give 
further important indicatians as to the date of 
certain parts of the construction. The seeond 
portion of the Memoir is expeeted to be ready 
during the next few months

Bahari, commenced fourteen years ago, was
